LICENSES  TO  SELL  LIQUOR. 

The  Legislature  of  this  State,  a  few 
days  before  the  dose  of  its  reoent  session, 
passed  a  statute  amending  the  law  regu¬ 
lating  applications  to  the  Court  of  Com-, 
mon  Pleas  of  each  county  for  a  license  to, 
sell  liquor. 

The  old  law  provided  merely  that  the 
application  should  be  signed  by  twelve 
freeholders,  who  were  not  required  to 
state  their  residences,  or  where  the  land 
which  they  owned  was  located. 

The  new  law  provides  that  in  every  ap¬ 
plication  made  to  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  for  a  license  to  keep  an  inn  and 
tavern,  or  a  saJocJhv  :he  application  shall 
designate  the  locality  and  building  where 
it  is  proposed  to  keep  such  inn  or  saloon, 
and  also  provides  that  every  freeholder 
who  shall  sign  a  recommendation  for  the 
granting  of  such  license  shall,  in  such 
recommendation,  dearly  designate  his 
place  of  residence,  and  also  the  location 
and  nature  of  the  real  property  by  virtue  QU&te  flre  protection,  and  the  Newark  de- 


of  the  ownership  of  which  |he  shall  sign 
such  recommendation  ;  and. also  provides 
that  any  license  which  shall  be  granted 
upon  any  application  which  does  not 
comply  with  the  above  requirements 
shall  be  void. 

,  The  fact  that  cjmh  new  requirem 
had  been  imposed  was  not  known  ei 
to  the  applicants  for  licenses  or,  in  some 
cases,  even  to  the  courts  themselves,  and 
the  result  in  this  county  i  was,  that  as 
none  of  the  new  applications  complied 
with  the  law,  none  of  the  expiring  li¬ 
censes  could  be  renewed. 

The  Constitution  of  this  $tate  provides 
that  all  public  laws  shall  take  effect  bn 
the  fourth  day  of  July  immediately  suc¬ 
ceeding  the  date  of  their  passage,  unless 
the  Legislature  shall  in  the  act  itself  di¬ 
rect  that  the  law  shall  take  effect  at  some 
earlier  day. 

The  law  of  which  we  are  speaking  con¬ 
tained  the  words :  "And  be  it  further 
enacted,  that  this  act  shall  take  effect 
immediately."  And  it  is  this  clause 
which  has  caused  all  the  trouble  to  the 
saloon  keepers. 

In  discussing  this  law,  *je  desire  to  say 
at  the  outset  that  we  do  not  intend  here 
and  now  to  discuss  the  temperance  ques¬ 
tion,  or  in  any  way  to  treat  of  the  moral 
character  of  the  business.  That  may 
well  be  left  for  the  future.  We  only  wish 
to  draw  attention  to  the  i  aw  as  it  stands 
on  the  statute  books,  and  to  give  our 
views  as  to  the  effect  of  ;he  amendment 
stated  above. 

In  the  first  place,  we  think  that  this 
was  one  of  those  public  laws  which 
ought  not  to  have  takem  effect  immedi¬ 
ately.  It  was  well  known  that  the  April 
terms  of  qourt  would  opoa  in  a  few  days, 
and  that  this  amendment  could  not  be  so 
widely  published  as  to  bp  complied  with 
to  any  large  extent  by  those  desiring 
licensee. 

If  the  State  means  to  permit  the  sale  of 
liquor  at  all,  it  is  only  fair  that  full  no¬ 
tice  of  important  changes,  in  the  laws 
regulating  its  sale  should  be  had.  How¬ 
ever,  we  presume  our  Solons  did  not  in¬ 
tend  to  do  anything  hostile  to  the  saloon 
spers,  for  it  was  this  same  legislature 
\  out  of  sympathy  for  these  per- 
1  refused  tq  pass  the  “  Parsons  High 
nse  Bill,”  introduced  by  our  repre- 
>^ative,  Hon,  John  H,  Parsons,  and  to 
which  the  citizens  of  Bloomfield  were 
only  too  glad  to  give  all  the  support  in 
their  power,  by  public  meetings,  resolu¬ 
tions,  and  other  expressions  of  their;  in¬ 
terest  in  any  measures  tending  to  regu¬ 
late  or  diminish  the  sal^  of  liquor  in  the 
townships.  1  '  j 

We  think  the  new  law  a  step,  in  the 
right  direotion.  Heretofore  so  little  was 
required  of  the  twelvk  freeholders  who 
thought  any  particular  saloon  necessary, 
that  no  difficulty  was  found  in  procuring 
the  requisite  number  of  signatures but 
now,  when  they  have  to  declare  the 
building  in  which  thy  business  is  to  be 
carried  on,  and  furthjar,  what  property 
they  own  in  this  township,  and  so  give  the 
public  a  chance  to  see  how  far  they  are 
willing  to  go  to  get  a  drink,  apd  how 
much  property  they  <>wn  with  whiah  to 
pay  for  it,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that 


tbe  business,  and  against  anything  like 
prohibition;  bat  tbe  8tate  has  with 
equal  firmness  insisted  upon  its  supreme 
right  to  pass  laws  from  time  to  time  im¬ 
posing  restrictions  and  conditions,  and 
otherwise  restraining  the  traffic  within 
bounds  which  we  think  are  none  too 
narrow. 

It  is  the  undoubted  right  of  any  person 
bolding  a  license  from  our  courts  to 
carry  on  his  business  in  the  manner  des¬ 
ignated  by  law,  but  it  is  no  less  the  right 
<>f  every  citizen  to  demand  that  the  sale 
Of'  liquor  shall  only  be  permitted  by 
those  who  in  good  faith  comply  with  the 
letter  of  the  Statute  under  which  they 

rt  *  ‘ 

The  lawwill  protect  those  who  sell  in 
accordance  with  its  requirements  ;  but 
the  man  who  disobeys  the  law  and  sells 
without  a  license,  or  on  the  Sabbath  day, 
or  who  turns  his  inn  or  tavern  ihto  a  dis¬ 
orderly  house,  is  outside  the  law,  and 
deserves  no  protection  from  any  source. 

If  the  liquor  dealers  in  this  township 
who  regularly  obtain  and  pay  for  their 
licenses,  and  who  are  respectable  men 
and  keep  orderly  houses,  would  but  con¬ 
sult  their  own  interests  in  the  matter, 
we  think  they  would  unite  with  our  peo¬ 
ple  in  an  effort  to  rid  tbe  town  of  those 
who  seek  to  secure  the  profits  of  the  busi 
ness  without  Intending  to  conduct  it 
within  the  limitations  above  shown. 

As  we  said  before,  the  sale  of  liquor  is 
lawful ;  let  us  therefore  see  to  it  that  An 
Bloomfield  it  shall  not  be  unlawfully
